THE WORST BRANDON HAS 


EXPERIENCED FOR 
YEARS 


Credit Due the Firemen for the 
Way They Worked. 


At 6 o'clock p.m. on Friday last the 
fire bell rang out a pealing sound which 
startled Brandon citizens, one and all. 


The fire hadoriginated in the upper storey 
of the Llock adjoining W. A. Macdon- 
ald’s new premises, and was immediate- 
ly over the store occupied by W. Senk- 
biel, boot and shoe dealer. It was caused 
by the explosion of alamp inthe work 
rooms of J. F. Laughton, merchant tail- 
or. The tire spread through the upper 
part of the building very radidly and 
was bursting ont of the front windows 
before the fire brigade had put in an ap- 
pearagce. The chemical was soon on 
the spot, however, and was used to good 
advantage, preventing the tire from get- 
ting on the outside of the building. The 
night wascold and the water froze so 
quickly that it was a very difficult job to 
get the fire under way. After the engine 
had been playing about an houron tbe 
inside of the upper storey. from both the 
front and back of the building, however, 

the result became apparent, and it was 
no longer feared that the whole block 
would go, The fire did not even burn 
through the floor of the upper storey but 

spread along the roof, a very hard place 
to get atit, and the loss in the stores be- 
neath was from water. The firemen de 

aerve cr dit for the untiring manner in 

which they worked, despite the cold, 

each and all of them being literally cov- 

ered with ive long before the chief, Mr.

WATFR-POWER SCHEME. 


Steps Being Taken to Utilize the 
Power at Minnedosa and 
Birtle. 


Steps are now being taken to utilize 
the water powers at Minnedosa and Bir- 
tle forthe purpose of providing power 
forthe mills, ete., lighting the town, 
and for street railway ac both points. 
With the erection of dams it is estumated 
that the triple service above referred to 
can be furnished at a very low cost. Ex 
aminations by experts as to the supply of 
water, etc., are now being arranged for, 
and will soon be made. No doubt at all 
exists as to the working grades for roads 
or any other obstacle that may be en- 
countered. Other communities in Mani- 
tobs or the Northwest that have a water 
power will probably watch the under- 
taking on the part of Minnedosa and 
Birth. The promoters say that the 
three sources of revenue should pay a 
big dividend on the outlay.

Why 
Mr. Van Horne selected 1891 for the 
realizing of his dream, was because that 

wasthe yearin which the Government 
contract withthe C.P.R. stipuleted that 
the road should be completed. About the 
same time the president is credited with 
predicting that before 1892 mails would 
he carried from Japan to London inside 
of twenty-two days. Both these predic- 
tions have been verified although at the 
time they were made most people charac- 
terized them as ridiculous. Tue progress 
md prosperity of the C. P. K. has amply 
berne out the expectations of Mr. Van 
Horne and a half a dozen others who were 
enthusiastic believers in it at the time of 
its inception. Where there was one per- 
son who was confident for its success there 
were « thousand who did not enthuse. 
\e Mr. Van Horne put it, its progress 
and success has been the great prophet 
killer, that means that it has killed, me- 
taphorically speaking, doubting prophets.

John A. Macdenald.

This work is comprised in twe volumes 
of about 550 pages each, end its 

ance and make-up ie highly i 
both to the author and his publishers 
It -is dedicated tu Col. Macpnerson's 
mother, surviving sister of the 
premier, and the author in his 
telle of his intimate relationship with 
Sir Joha Macdenald from beyhood up. 
In dealing with the dead premier’s per- 
Soa ee —e = his pria- 
ci rie acts, aepherson is 
caaeuliy but pardonably eulegistic, and 


polical opponents of Sir John Macdon- 
ald cannot be expected te subscribe 
though the work is, in s general sense 
a fairly correct chronicle of the princi- 
pal politiea!l events in whieh the late 
“ranaae figored, as well ase 

istory. And it must be remembered 
thate history ef Sir John's political life 
ia, to a great extent, a pulitical history 
of Canada for the past forty-five years. 
The opening chapter of Col. Macpher- 
son's work ie devoted to a review of the 
history of Canada§{proper from its cession 
to Great Britain by France in 1763, 
down te the granting of responsible gov- 
ernment and the anion of the provinces 
of Upper and Lower Canads in 1841, in- 
eluding remarks upon the rebellion of 
1837.38 and ita causes and consequences. 
Sir Juhn Macdonald was born in Glas- 
gow in 1815, Col. Macpherson tells us, 
and inherited strong physical and men- 
tal powers from his mother, who wass 
woman of strong personality and vigor. 
The family came to Canada in 1820, and 
locate] in Kingston, where they were 
welcomed by Col. Dorald Macpherson. 
grandfather of the author of the work, 
who wasa brother-in-law of Sir John's 
father. The twe volumes sre well illus- 
trated with portraits of the late premier 
showing him in youth and late in life, 
® picture of the fathers of confederation, 
views of Sir John’s homes in child- 
hood and manhood and excellent photo- 
graphs of the late premier's relations 
and principal contemporaries, including 
his father, mother, sisters, his first and 
second wife, his son and grandson, Hens. 
Alexader Mackenzie, Geroge Brown, Sir 
Leenard Tiliy, Sir Charles Tupper, Eu- 
ward B.ake, Oliver Mowat, the members 
of the present federal cabinet, Hon. W. 
Laurier, Sir Donald Smith, Col. Donald 
Macdonald, Lord Stanley of Preston, 
Earl Dufferin, Lord Lansdowne, Lord 
and Lady Mount Stephen, Mr. Van 
Horne and others. The second volume 
beyins withthe events immediately pre- 
ceding the confederation of the  pro- 
vinces in 1867. The principal speeches 
made by the late premier upon confed- 
eration, the Pacific scandal, the Wash- 
ington treaty. the Tilley tariff, the Paci- 
tic railway contract amd other important 
public questions are quoted from at 
langth, as are also the speeches of Sir 
Charles Tupper, Sir Leonard Tilley and 
others. Col. Macpherson’s references 
tothe events which led to the over- 
throw of the Macdonald ministry in 
1876, may be prejudged by his head-line 
**The Pacific Railesy Slander,” and the 
statement that ‘the unfearnesa and fal- 
sity of the charges against him (Sie John 
Macdonald) have long since been recog: 
nized.” Few even of the most enthusi- 
astic adinirers of the late premier will go 
the length endorsing such a declaration. 
An article from the Toronto Mail, abus- 
ing Mr. G. W. McMullen and his family, 
published after the Dacitic Scandal e- 
posure, is quoted by Col. Macpherson, 
probably for the purpose of adding pi- 
quancy to his remarks upon the Pacitic 
scandal. Thenumber of speeches, his- 
torical documents, etc., which the author 
has quoted from will make his books 
useful and valuable fur purposes of re- 
ference by students of Canadian volitics, 
and altogether Col. Macpherson’s life of 
his distinguished uncle is @ very credit- 
able addition to Canadian literature.
